Application Submittal Procedures

Exterior alterations to structures and property located within the Chautauqua and Miller Historic District
require a Certificate of Appropriateness (COA) before construction can commence. Examples of work that
may require a COA are: fence installation, window and door replacement, installation of driveways, parking
pads or sidewalks, relocation of structures, additions, demolition, alterations to the exteriors and new
construction. Please check with the Historic Preservation Officer (366-5392) to determine if you need a
COA, before commencing construction.

A complete COA application with supporting documents is required to properly review a
project and must be received by the deadline (See attached calendar). Lack of sufficient
documentation and descriptive material will delay your application. It is recommended that
you submit your completed application and supporting documentation a few days prior to the
deadline date. This will allow staff time to review the file and if necessary request additional
documentation prior to the deadline. Incomplete applications will not be forwarded to the
Historic Commission for review.

If a COA is approved at the Historic District Meeting, the COA will be issued at the end of the
10 day appeal period. Work cannot commence until the COA is issued.

If the COA is granted by Administrative Bypass, the Historic Preservation Officer will issue a
COA and work can commence immediately.
